F r a n c e .— It appears that on Thursday, 
June ‘Li, the government lin in g decided 
lo diminish the number of workmen who 
were living idlv or at the expotw* id the na­ 
tion in the city of Paris, threatening to 
disturb the public peace, directed .’WOO of 
them to return to their homes hi the l*r*>- 
vinees, and furnished them with money to 
pav their expenses. 
These men retired 
only a short distance outside the gates, 
however, where they spent their money hi 
feasting, drinking. Á c. About three o’clock 
in the afternoon, a body of about 400 of 
them returned into the city and paid a »i*it 
to the Executive (¡«vernment. 
They were 
received by M. Marie, who, on recognizing 
in their leader and spokesman, a 
fellow 
who was among those who attacked tin* 
Assembly on the loth of May, refused to 
have any thing to do w ith him. 
M Marie, 
however, addressed the crowd ami asked 
them to state their grievances, making use 
of the unfortunate expression, “ You arc 
not the slaves of this m an.” 
It does not 
appear that they stated any grievances, 
nor what they had to complain of, but on 
the conclusion of the interview , the work­ 
men marched oil and represented that M 
Marie hail called them all slaves 
On Thursday night, the 22d of June, the 
first barricade was raised, and the troops 
and the National Guards called out.

Fridav, the «.'Id, the insurgents possessed 
themselves of all that portion of the right 
bank of the River Seme, stretching from 
the Fauborg St Antoine
